The fact that the 160th Regiment has suffered casualties at the hands 


of the Germans, does not necessarily mean that Fayette county men were 


in the contingent in the front line trenches, although some of the Fayette 


county men have undergone training in the front trenches. 


W hether the regiment as a whole or merely a unit from the regiment was 


in the position where the casualties occurred, is not known, but it is believed 


that only a unit of the regiment was in the trenches, training under direction 


of the French.
